Election of Speaker: By a record vote of 241 to 187, 
with two voting “present,” John W. McCormack was 
elected Speaker of the House of Representatives over 
Gerald R. Ford of Michigan. Representatives Friedel, 
Lipscomb, Sullivan, and Reid of Illinois, acted as tellers. 
The Speaker was escorted to the chair by Representatives 
Gerald R. Ford, Arends, Albert, Boggs, and Philbin. 

Representative Celler administered the oath of office 
to the Speaker, who subsequently administered the oath 
of office to Members-elect present en bloc and the Resi- 
dent Commissioner of the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico. Representative-elect Adam Clayton Powell of 
New York was requested to stand aside during the en 
bloc oath administration. 

Adopted by a record vote of 254 yeas to 158 nays, with 
six voting “present,” H. Res. 2, providing for the admin- 
istration of the oath of office to Representative-elect 
Powell; fined Representative Powell $25,000, and au- 
thorized a deduction from his salary of $1,150 per month 
until the fine is paid; his seniority will commence at the 
time he takes the oath of office for the grst Congress. 
Representative Powell presented himself in the well and 
the Speaker administered the oath. 

Prior to adopting H. Res. 2, the previous question 
was ordered by a record vote of 249 yeas to 171 nays. 
Prior to action on H. Res. 2 the following action was 
taken on H. Res. 1, providing that the oath of office be 
administered to Representative-elect Powell: 

Twice motions ordering the previous question were 
defeated by record votes of 176 yeas to 248 nays and 172 
yeas to 252 nays; 

A point of order was sustained against an amend- 
ment which provided: for the administration of the 
oath; a fine of $30,000, and a deduction of $1,250 per 
month from the Representative’s salary until the fine 
was paid; and seniority would begin on his taking the 
oath in the grst Congress; 

By a record vote of 131 yeas to 291 nays an amend- 
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ment in the nature of a substitute was defeated, the 
amendment provided the question of seating of Repre- 
sentative-elect Powell be referred to a special committee 
which would be required to report back to the House 
within 3 weeks. Pages 13-34

Vice President ruled that the motion was 
adopted on the grounds that at the start of a new Con- 
gress, Senate may close debate on a rules change by a 
simple majority rather than by two-thirds majority as 
set out in rule XXII. 

Senator Holland appealed from the decision of Vice 
President on the ground that, under the rules, two-thirds 
affirmative vote is required to adopt motion to close 
debate. The Vice President’s ruling that the cloture mo- 
tion had been adopted was reversed when Senate voted, 
by 45 yeas to 53 nays (motion to reconsider tabled), 
against sustaining his ruling.

By a division vote of 37 yeas to 76 nays, rejected an 
amendment that would cause the average tar and nico- 
tine content per cigarette to be printed on each package 
of cigarettes; 

Rejected an amendment designed to prohibit the FCC 
from banning any cigarette advertising, but under exist- 
ing authority, may regulate cigarette advertising ; 

Rejected, by a division vote of 37 yeas to 59 nays, an 
amendment that would permit the Surgeon General’s 
health warning to be included in cigarette advertising;

By a teller vote of 159 yeas to 192 nays, rejected the 
Dowdy substitute, which provided for a district plan 
under which a candidate gets one electoral vote for each 
congressional district he carries and two for each State. 
If a candidate gets less than a majority of the electoral 
vote, the decision goes to a joint session of Congress with 
each Member casting one vote. 

Rejected the Eckhardt substitute, which provided that 
electors are mandated to ballot for the candidate receiv- 
ing the largest vote in their State. If no candidate had a 
majority, Congress would select the two highest con- 
tenders and the procedure would be the same as in the 
district plan (rejected by a teller vote of 64 yeas to 98 
nays). 

By a teller vote of 147 yeas to 179 nays, rejected the 
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Poff substitute, which proposed a proportional plan, 
under which the electoral vote of a State would be 
divided among the candidates in proportion to their 
share of the popular vote. In the event of no electoral 
vote majority, the decision would go to a joint session of 
Congress, with the choice being between the two high- 
est contenders, each Member having one vote. Prior to 
the teller vote, a perfecting amendment to the substitute 
was agreed to. 

Rejected the Wylie substitute by a voice vote. This 
substitute would incorporate the winner-take-all plan, 
the district plan, the proportional plan, and the direct 
popular vote plan, and incorporate these plans into one 
package and allow the States to select the plan of their 
choice.

Commit- 
tee also agreed to delete that provision in the House bill 
which would provide a subsidy for State and local gov- 
ernments which choose to issue their bonds on a taxable 
basis and pay competitive market rates of interest on 
them.
